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REMARKS 

Applicants have amended the claims to differently recite embodiments of the invention. 
Accordingly, claims 14-19, 21-39, 41-46, 48-52 and 54-62 are currently pending for 
consideration. Claims 57-62 are withdrawn. 

In the pending Office Action, claims 14-19, 21-39, 41-46, and 48-56 stand rejected under 
35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph, as allegedly failing to comply with the written description 
requirement; claims 14-19, 21-39, 41-46, and 48-56 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, 
second paragraph, as allegedly being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly 
claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention; claims 14, 18-20, 23, 26, 31- 
33, 41, 45-48, and 50-56 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by Sawada 
(U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 2002/0115235, hereinafter " Sawada" *): claims 15-17, 
21-22, 24-25, 27-30, 34, 36-39, 42-44, and 49 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Sawada in view of Piwczyk et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,376,797, hereinafter 
"Piwczyk"); and claims 34-35 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Sawada in view of Radojevic et al. (U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 2003/0010275, 
hereinafter " Radoievic "). Applicants respectfully submit that all claims are in condition for 
allowance. 



SUBSTANCE OF THE INTERVIEW 

Applicants' representative would like to thank Examiners Ullah and Malsawma for their 
courtesy and consideration extended during the personal interview conducted on July 23, 2009. 
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An Interview Summary dated July 31, 2009 was issued in U.S. Patent Application No. 
10/537,509 and refers to that application along with the present application and U.S. Patent No 
10/507,321, all of which were discussed during the interview. A copy of the Interview Summary 
is provided herewith. As indicated in the Interview Summary, it was agreed that Applicants' 
proposed claim amendments, consistent with those submitted in this Amendment, overcome the 
35 U.S.C. § 1 12, fu-st and second paragraph, rejections, and all 35 U.S.C. §§ 102(e) and 103(a) 
rejections. 

In addition, concerning Xuan (U.S. Patent No. 6,744,009, hereinafter "Xuan") that was 
presented to Applicants' representative by the Examiners during the interview and included in 
the Information Disclosure Statement filed on August 21, 2009, Applicants respectfully submit 
that Xuan discloses laser scribing of the face of the substrate. Hence, for at least this reason, the 
claimed embodiments of the present invention are allowable over Xuan . 

In view of the foregoing. Applicants respectfully submit that independent claims 14-19, 
23-26, 39, 41-46, and 48-51, and the claims dependent therefrom, patentably distinguish over the 
applied references of record. Accordingly, reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejections 
applied to the claims in the pending Office Action are respectfully requested. Furthermore, since 
withdrawn claims 57-62 depend from what are believed to be allowed claims. Applicants 
respectfully request that these claims be rejoined in the application and allowed as well.
